ARREST OF MR. PYNE, М.Р. 
Ат last! We regret to say that the courageous 
М.Р. for Waterford County West has been caught 
in London. Mr. Jaspar Douglas Pyne, the 
plucky son of a Surrey Rector, is the stalwart 
and bearded gentleman for whose arrest a warrant 
has been out for several months, during the major 
portion of which time he shut himself up in 
Lisfinny Castle, county Waterford, as depicted at 
the time in Zhe Penny Illustrated Paper ; the hon. 
member lowering himself by a rope and pulley 
from his tower when he wished to address his 
friends, and receiving his papers in the manner 
sketched this week. The hon. gentleman was 
followed on leaving the House of Commons on 
Thursday evening, Feb. 9, by a detective, but 
for some reason was allowed to proceed to his 
lodgings unmolested. Next day he drove up to 
the House of Commons in a cab, at twenty-five 
minutes past four, in company with Mr. G. 
O Mara, of Limerick, and the vehicle pulled up 
at the Clock Tower entrance, near Westminster 
Bridge, just outside the precincts of the House. 
As he had his foot on the steps leading down 
into the vestibule, ілуо constables in uniform and 
another, Police-Constable Boulter,in plain clothes, 
stepped forward and stopped Mr. Pyne, who, 
however, struggled to get within the precincts of 
the House. Тууо other constables then came up, 
und the combined efforts of the five soon over- 
powered him. While the uniformed constables 
pushed him back, Boulter followed and arrested 
Mr. Pyne on the footpath, but not without a 
further struggle. Mr. Pyne was taken by the 
officers to the Criminal Investigation Depart- 
ment, 22, Whitehall- place, and was there 
received by Inspector Littlechild. Тһе warrant, 
which was endorsed by an English Magistrate, 
charged him with unlawful assembly at Kilmac- 
thomas, county Waterford, in November last. 
The hon. member was detained in a room at 
22, Whitehall-place, where he was visited by 
а number of friends, who discussed with him 
the legality of his arrest. In anticipation of 
his arrest Mr. Pyne had obtained trom the 
Whips of the Irish Parliamentary party the 
necessary forms with which to apply for the 
Chiltern Hundreds, so that the party should not 
suffer long by the loss of his vote. Мг. Pyne 
was shortly after six o'clock on the Friday 
evening conveyed to Euston, and started for 
lreland by the 6.30 train, accompanied by а 
member of the Irish Constabulary, who brought 
to London the warrant for his arrest, Detective 
Inspector Melville, of the Criminal Investigation 
Department, and Boulter, who effected the arrest. 
* E ^ . 

Mr. Gilhooly, М.Р., was arrested immediately 
outside Palace-yard on leaving the House of 
Commons on Friday se'nnight. A large number 
of Liberal and Irish Nationalist members wit- 
nessed the scene which took place, and several 
demanded that the warrant should be read. ‘The 
warrant was produced, and read by the aid of a 
gas-lamp. Іп the afternoon Mr. P. O’Brien, 
M.P. for Monaghan, was mistaken for Mr. 
Gilhooly and arrested, but quickly liberated on 
the police discovering their error. ‘The circum- 
stances attending the three arrests were brought 
before the House on Monday.

MR. BLUNT’S DAMAGES. 

The hearing of Mr. Wilfrid Blunt’s action 
against Mr. John Byme, Divisional Magistrate 
at Woodford, for alleged assault, battery, апа 
false imprisonment, was commenced in the Ex- 
chequer Division, Dublin, on Saturday. Damages 
were jaid at £5000. Mr. Blunt, who appeared in 
prison garb, and Mr. Lough gave mA es as to 
the constitution of the Home-Rule Union, under 
whose auspices the meeting of Oct. 23 was sum- 
moncd. Mr. Biunt (who is portrayed from a sketch 
kindly made for us in court by an Irish barrister) 
declared that he was responsible for the issue of 
the placards calling the meeting, which had no 
connection with the National League. He main- 
taincd that the objects of the second meeting 
were purely pacific. Mr. Blunt was placid and 
cool under examination. Lady Anne Blunt gave 
evidence on Monday; and then the Attorney- 
General, who had to apologise for his ungentle- 
maniy levity in cross-examining Mr. Blunt, stated 
the lame case for Dublin Castle. Meantime, Mr. 
Blunt's candidature is being vigorously proceeded 
with at Deptford against Mr. Charles Darling, Q.C. 


VICAR AND THE BURGLARS. 
Tilstock Vicarage, near Whitchurch, was 
broken into between three and four last Saturday 
morning. Mrs. Lee, the Vicar’s wife, hearing a 
noisc, waked her husband, who, armed with a 
revolver, went dowu-stairs, and seeing two men

touching the thieves. The greater part of the 
valuable plate was packed up ready to be taken 
away, and doubtless in a minute or two it would 
have been gone. It is said that a quantity of 
money лаз been stolen. 


FATE OF MR. M‘NEILL. 


Bills offering a reward for information con- 
cerning the circumstances under which the late 
Mr. Archibald M‘Neill came by his death, have 
at length been placarded and circulated about 
Boulogne. ‘The reward offered on behalf of his 
family is a sum of 5000 francs (£200) to anyone 
giving the Commissioner of Police, or Mr. 
Lambert, solicitor, positive evidence about what 
took place here on the evening of Dec. 20 or the 
night of Dec. 20-21. A lithographic portrait is 
introduced in the bills. 


SUPPOSED MURDER AND SUICIDE. 

Early last Sunday morning the bodies of Emma 
Bradshaw, aged twenty-seven, wife of а beer- 
seller, of Broadhead, near Altrincham, and her 
infant son, aged eighteen months, were found in 
the Bridgewater Canal. Bradshaw had been 
separated from her husband for some time, and 
had a small allowance. It is supposed that she 
threw the child in its night-dress into the canal, 
and then, stripping herself, jumped in after- 
wards. Circumstances point to want causing 
her to commit the act, as only а loaf was found 
in her house. 


EVICTED WITH A VENGEANCE. 

The Freeman’s Journal of Monday says :—“ In 
any other country the fate of Batley Geary would 
produce a sensation. The old man—he was 
eighty years of age—was evicted from his hold- 
ing at Kilterrin, Connemara, on Thursday 
[Feb. 9]. That evening he crept back to what 
had been his poor home. He thereby rendered 
himself liable to six months’ imprisonment by 
two of Mr. Balfour’s removables. But when 
day dawned he was beyond the reach of the 
Coercion Act. Тһе old tenant lay dead upon the 
floor.” 


THE EMPEROR WILLIAMS 
AFFECTION FOR THE CROWN 
PRINCE. 


Tue Berlin Correspondent of the Daily News 
last Sunday related a touching incident of the 
venerable German Emperor’s solicitude for his 
beloved son. Professor Von Bergmann went to 
San Remo by the special wish of the Emperor. 
When the telegram, announcing that tracheo- 
tomy had been successfully performed, arrived 
in Berlin, the Professor represented to his 
Majesty that it would be of no use for him to 
o to San Remo, as everything that could be 
done had already been done. The Emperor, 
who was much moved, hesitated for a while, 
and then said, 

‘ You may perhaps be quite right from your 
point of view as a physician, but for me, as a 
father, it would be a great consolation to know 
that you were in attendance on my son at this 
critical time.” 

After these words the Professor went direct 
from the palace to the station. Immediately on 
arriving at San Remo, last Saturday night, the 
distinguished German doctor visited the Crown 
Prince. He found the appearance of the incision 
very favourable, and congratulated Dr. Brahmann 
on his success. |

A TERRIBLE AVALANCHE.

MONUMENT FOR ADMIRAL 
BLAKE. 


Tue year that is to witness a grand 
commemoration of the defeat of the 
Spanish Armada at Plymouth has 
rightly called forth a patriotic appeal 
from Archdeacon Farrar, who thus 
pays homage to the memory of Admiral 
Blake :— 

“ Sir,—One of England's greatest 
sailors, the founder of her naval supre- 
macy—Admiral Robert Blake—lies ina 
nameless grave in the churchyard of 
St. Margaret’s, Westminster. Camp- 
bell, in his famous lyric, couples the 
name of Blake with that of Nelson. 
England has spent tens of thousands 
of pounds to express her sense of 
gratitude to Nelson ; so far as I know, 
she has never spared five shillings to 
commemorate the heroism of Blake. 

* His dishonoured resting-place is 
that promiscuous and forgotten pit 
which—to the shame of our indiffer- 
ence—covers the mortal remains of 
Pym, of Strode, of May, the historian 
and poet, and of Cromwell's venerable 
mother. Into that pit in St. Margaret's 
Churchyard their bodies were flung 
227 years ago by the meanest act of 
revenge upon the dead which ever dis- 
graced an English vm, inis an English 
Parliament. And no honour has ever 
since been shown to the man whose 
splendid courage held Portugal and 
France and Spain in awe; who chas- 
tised the pirates of Tunis; who de- 
fended England against the fleets of 
‘Tromp and De Ruyter and De Witt, 
and who died on his way home from 
that great victory at Santa Cruz, in 
which he attacked and destroyed the 
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Spanish fleet after deeds unsurpassed 
even by Grenville or by Nelson. 

‘*The proposalto place some memorial 
of him in the church by which he lies 
buried has received the cordial ap- 
ұлы of the First Lord and other 

rds of the Admiralty, of the First 
Lord of the Treasury, of Earl Nelson, 
Lord Tennyson, Lord Brassey, and 
Lord Charles Beresford.
